Lieberman opened his paper 
with the comment that the U. S. 
Jewish community. is in “a pe- 
riod of transition which places 
great responsibility upon the 
community’s leadership.” He 
compared the European Jewish 
community to the American by 
describing the former as “a 
closed or total one” which forced 
the Jew to satisfy his full range 
of needs as a Jew.

Argentine Strife 


Causes Concern 


NEW YORK (WNS)—The pos- 
sible repercussions of the revolt 
against Peron on the estimated 
400,000 Jews in Argentina was 
holding the attention of Jewish 
leadership in America as fight- 
ing broke out in Buenos Aires, 
a eity with a concentration of 
Jews estimated at 300,000. 

With communications severed 
as a result of the tension, there 
was no way of determining 
whether there were any casual- 
ties among Jews, many of them 
living in the area attacked by 
rebel planes. The 100,000 Jews 
living outside of Buenos Aires 
are scattered over 100 different 


communities throughout the 
provinces. 

(From Buenos Aires it was re- 
ported that regret over the tar- 
bombing of the Israeli embassy 
during the disturbances last Sun- 
day was voiced by the Argentine 
Foreign Ministry in a personal 
call made by one of its high 
officials to the Israeli embassy. 
Damage to the embassy’s build- 


mencement. 


The attack on discrimination 
was made by G, Curtis Webber 
II of Auburn, son of a Mairie Su- 
perior court justice. Speaking 
on “A Crack in the. Ivied Wall,” 
he, declared that “to cling to the

English translation of the Book 
of Amos, one of the first books 
prepared by Dr. Harry M. Or-

ble, will get its first public read- 
ing at Camp B'nai B'rith, Star- 
light, Pa., it has been announced. 

The new Bible will be based 
on the Masoretic text and will 
incorporate the latest historical, 
philological, and archaeological 
findings. It is expected to take 
five years to complete and will 
be published by the Jewish Pub- 
lication Society of America, after 
review by an advisory board of 
eminent Jewish scholars, 

Altogether this year, there will 
be 30 B'nai B'rith Institutes of 
Judaism, Eight of them are 
planned for Camp Starlight.

The survey showed that 95 
per cent, including both par- 
ents and adolescents, desired to 
continue as a “distinct” Jewish 
group, Dr. John Slawson, execu- 
tive vice-president of the AJ 
Committee, told the conference. 

He also said that when asked 
to suppose they could be reborn 
and to state whether they Would 
prefer to be Jews or non-Jews, 
approximately 85 per cent re- 
plied they would prefer to be 
Jews. 


DR. SLAWSON said that the 
survey disclosed “widespread 
opposition to intermarriage.” 

The AJ Committee executive 
said that although those ques- 
tioned held a “warm and affirma- 
tive” feeling toward Israel and 
a sense of kinship toward .Jews 
the world over, most of them 
“see their own future and the 
future of their children inex- 
tricably interwoven with the. fu- 
ture of America.” 

“They feel themselves as in- 
tegral parts of America and its 
institutions,” he added.

A FEW YEARS ago he wanted 
to “reproduce Israel’s chief rab- 
bi Herzog in clay,” but yielding 
to Herzog’s traditional distaste 
for statuary Shapshak “painted 
him in oils.” 

He recounted the incident of 
sculptoring a bust of England’s 
chief rabbi, Israel Brodie, It took 
Shapshak one hour to complete 
the clay bust, and during that 
time, Rabbi Brodie was studying 
the Mishna. When the sculptor 
finished, Rabbi Brodie expressed 
amazement at the artist’s speed. 

Shapshak is not a Zionist. “I 
don’t affiliate myself with any 
political movement. I am only 
interested in culture,” Shapshak 
says. Culture, he feels, is “a con- 
tinual reproduction of mind and 
matter to enlarge it for the ben- 
efit of the indivludal and soci- 
ety.”

Will Form Coalition

a straw, though certainly not 
representative poll, were the 


elections of delegates to the 


Eighth Conference of the His- 
tadrut, the General Federation 
of Labor in Israel. Obviously, 
since only labor elements par- 
ticipated in this election, the re- 
sults could not serve as conclu- 
sive for the August national elec- 
tions, but certain trends in the 
ranks of the 400,000 Histadrut 
voters, more than a third of the 
nation’s total, do have consider- 
able significance. 
* * * 


THE DOMINANT political 
party in the Histadrut, as in the 
government, is Mapai, the So- 
cialist party headed by Ben- 
Gurion and Sharett. However, 
whereas in the Histadrut the 
Mapai commands a clear and 
dominant majority, in the gov- 
ernment it polled only 37 per 
cent of the votes cast and. must 
rely on a coalition of partners. 
What will be Mapai’s strength 
in August? In this respect the 
Histadrut poll is not at first re- 
vealing, for the 57.74 per cent 


‘polled by Mapai last month com- 


pares with 57.06 per cent which 
they received in the last previous 
Histadrut election in 1949. Fail- 
ure of the Mapai to increase its 
lead within the Union, many feel, 
points to a definite decline in its 
national strength in view of the 
changes in other parties. 

In second place in the Hista- 
drut is the group to. the left of 
Mapai. In 1949, under the name 
of Mapam, tais group polled an 
impressive 34.3 per cent. Today, 
split into two dissident factions, 
Mapam and Ahdut Ha-Avodah, 
the total received has been only 
27.15 per cent. There is no doubt 
of what this means. The influ- 
ence of extreme leftism within 
the Histadrut is definitely on the 
wane, and if this is the trend 
within the labor union, the trend 
on the national scene will be all 
the more marked. The severe 
loss suffered by the Mapam is 
not compensated for by the slight 
gain of the Communists (4.09 
per cent against 2.63 per cent) 
since the latter is for the most 
part due to a large accretion of 
Arab Communist members in the 
past half-dozen years.

those missing voters go? The 
answer is to be found in a study 
of the figures on the right wing. 
If the 7 per cent of missing left- 
ists moved right into Mapai 
ranks, it appears that an almost 
similar percentage of previous 
Mapai voters also moved to the 
right into other, more conser- 
vative parties. For the first 
time a General Zionist Workers 
party made its appearance on 
the Histadrut lists, and polled 
3.81 per cent against nothing in 
1949. 

General Zionism, this new 
workers’ group proclaimed, is 
not an anti-labor party; it is a 
party of specific economic prin- 
ciples regarding free initiative 
and has its economic views on 
taxation, currency and employ- 
ment, in addition to a foreign 
policy platform. Such a pro- 
gram can also command the sup-

AT THE SAME TIME the 
HaOved HaZioni party, which in 
the national elections parades un- 
der the flag of the Progressives, | 
politically between Mapai and 
the General Zionists, also in- 
creased its position from 3.76 
per cent to 5.25 per cent. This 
gain, too, was obviously at the 
expense of the Mapai. The only 
rightist group which suffered a 
mild setback was the religious 
group, 1.96 per cent against 2.12 
per cent six years ago. Numeri- 
cally the change is small, but 
many feel that it heralds the be- 
ginning of the decline of religion 
as a factor in Israel’s politics. 
The religious Jew may vote for 
a Socialist party or for a con- 
servative party, but increasing- 
ly, it is felt, there is no place 
for a political party whose major 
raison d’etre is religion per se. 

Prophecy is a dangerous busi- 
ness at best, but on the basis of 
my own observations I would at 
this time venture the following: 
The elections in Israel will give 
no one party an absolute major- 
ity, thus necessitating again the 
formation of a coalition govern- 
ment. I believe that the Mapai 
and the General Zionists will 
between them obtain a sufficient- 
ly large majority of the seats 
in the Knesset as to enable them 
to form a comfortable two-party 
coalition, though it is very likely 
that at least one other small 
party will be taken into the 
partnership on sufferance.

So, as I dilletante, I. ven- 
ture the guess that the name 





Russian word vishnia which 
means a cherry. Whether Mr. 
Vs great. grandfather sold 
cherries. or came from a place 
called Vishnesvsk where cherries 
must have abounded, I leave to 
Mr. Pearlroth.

OF COURSE, Mr. Ben-Gurion 
might object. Vashti is not a 
Jewish name. It was borne by 
a Persian woman, the first queen 
of King Ahaseurus, and is not, 
strictly speaking, Hebrew. So 
what? Isn’t Esther a Persian 
name? Yet no one would ob- 
ject to a man calling himself 
Ben-Esther! Besides, the name 
Vashti connotes a certain amount 
of outside coercion—as the King 
ordered his queen Vashti to ap- 
pear before his guests at the 
feast to show off her beauty. 
And I think Captain Vishnev- 
sky, whatever Hebrew name he 
may adopt, will do so under co- 
ercion. So I vote for Captain 
Vashti! 


The government of Israel has 
no direct legal -power over the 
names of its citizens. Not only 
plain citizens, but even leaders 
of. the Government and of the 
Knesset have managed to escape 
the Hebraization epidemic with 
their foreign names intact. Elie- 
zer Kaplan died with a Latin 
name (derived from the same 
root as “chaplain” meaning a 
Cohen, Mr. Pearlroth?)

TEL AVIV (JP)—Two Israeli 
newspapers have voiced the sus- 
picion that a bomb which re- 
cently exploded in a local print- 
ing establishment where the sen- 


sational illustrated weekly HA- 
OLAM HAZER is produced was 
planted as a publicity gag by 
the publication’s editor, 

The Mapai organ DAVAR, 
while denouncing the bombing 
outrage as a violation of the 
concepts of a free press, thought 
it curious in an editorial that 
the editor of the anti-Mapai 
weekly did not hesitate to re- 
move the explosives himself, and 
to put them on his own desk.

As a book-club selection, this novel will reach 
a greater audience than any previous novel about 
Israel. This is important, for Viertel’s story is 
one that will arouse sympathy and understanding 
jn circles where Israel’s problems may, before, have 
seemed to belong to “other kinds of people.” The 
kinds of people in “The Last Temptation” are iden- 
tifiable as nice people from nice middle-class fam- 
jlies. They belong in the general 
stream of western fiction. 

feborah’s folks were theatre- 
owners in Vienna. Her cousin Vic- 
tor Marmorek, whom. she marries, 
is the son of a Prague physician. 
And when the great troubles begin 
in the Thirties, Debbie’s parents, 
right after the anschluss, manageg 
to get the entire family safely to 
Prague. But hre father goes back 
to clean up some business affairs, 
and her mother goes with him, and the family’s 
one-time chauffeur, now a Nazi, kills them during 
an arrest. 

HER BROTHER, early attracted to Zionism, had 
gone to Palestine and becéme a member of the bus 
eo-operative.

In Jerusalem, Vic. works for the British, in the 
telephone company. Vic has always been a man 
who “gets along,” an organizer, a bit of a fixer. 
Now: he gets along fine with the British. 

He becomes friendly with his boss and too 
friendly, in secret, with his boss’s wife. He also 
gets along with the Haganah. When the British 
leave Palestine, Vic is assigned by the Haganah to 
help build the Road of Courage. And one day he 
is taken from his task, hastily tried by a court- 
martial, and executed. 


ONLY AFTER HIS DEATH, his wife learns that 
he had been ‘accused of passing on to his British 
superiors a list that contained the addresses of new 
telephone installations in Jerusalem, including 
Haganah posts. The list had fallen into the hands 
of the Arabs, and the Arab. mortar attack had 
zeroed in on the Haganah installations, nearly bring- 
ing the loss of Jerusalem. 

With the aid of an American newspaperman, 
Debbie sets out to clear her husband’s name. They 
obtain evidence that Vic did indeed pass on a gen- 
eral list to his British superior, but that it had no 
check-marks of the Haganah posts, and that in any 
ease he knew his superior would not harm the Jews. 
But the list had then been stolen from the personal 
file of Vic’s boss, it had been photographed, check- 
marked, and passed on to the Arab side. In a

THE STORY will be recalled as a facsimile of 


an actual case; the trial of the hasty colonel, in

thing at all to survive, to get along. However, he 


has told the story around the wife, rather than

Thus, Viertel gives us a splendid op- 
portunity to pro‘ect the Haganah activities in fight-

under attack. The frenzy that led to the abrupt

Instead, the novel is organized in terms of 
American readership, almost as though written for 


one of the better women’s magazines. That it ob- 
tains such readership is fine. The material, how- 
ever, could have served for a deeper novel, indeed 
for something pretty great.

This is not a new problem, and most . 
certainly The POST will not have the 


answer to the situation, where a Jewish 
community with declining or at least sta- 
tionary income, takes on the annual fi- 
nancial burden which any first-rate hos- 
pital is bound to incur. 

But the interesting aspect, to this pa- 
per, of the argument is that neither side 
took the position that the Jews owe it. to 
the community to provide it with such a 
hospital. Of course, the editor pointed out 
the impact on general good will of the 
Jewish institution of healing, but neither 
he nor his adversary suggest that because 
other religious denominations had built 
hospitals in the area it was incumbent 
on the Jews to provide their share of 
hospital beds for the welfare of the gen- 
eral community.

This false position was based on the 
premise that Jews are here by sufferangs 
and that they have to prove their right 
to be here. 

Today the Jews feel that as Americans 
they are contributing their share to the 
general weal, but they are doing this as 
a part of the citizenry, educated to the 
needs. and to their responsibilities. —_ 

When the point is made that we owe 
something to the general community, this 
is assuming second-class citizenship. There — 
are many things that Jews as Jews do 
for the welfare of the cities in which they 
live. They either do them as Jews, or ag 
plain ordinary citizens. Which approach 
is best in 1955, we aren’t. prepared to say, 

If. a Littauer makes his contribution 
to higher education by gifts to Harvard 
university is that any better or worse 
than a gift to Brandeis university? In 
either way, the Jew is fulfilling his debt 
to higher education. Harvard, however, 
has a tremendous endowment, and Bran. 
deis is struggling to put itself on a secure 
financial basis, so that gifts to Brandeis 
now are more urgent, but these gifts 
should be forthcoming not because Jews 
owe anything to higher education in the 
United States. 

The Jews of Miami Beach will have 
to work out for themselves the problem 
which faces them, but it is a wholesome 
and healthy sign that they are not placing 
the argument pro and con on the false 
basis that Jews owe it to anyone. 


THE TURNING TIDE

We hardly feel that the installation of 
the mechitzah — partition between men 
and women—at the Jewish Center of 
Hyde Park in Broklyn — will set off any 
large wave of mechitzah construction 
within our Orthodox synagogues. 

But it would be unwise to dismiss the 
phenomenon altogether. 

It is a symptom of the same kind of 
return that has brought Reform closer 
to the center of Judaism, and moved Con- 
servatism away from some errors that 
cannot be considered other than narrow 
escapes. 

For a while Conservatism was flirt- 
ing with the idea of approving non-kosh- 


er Jewish public banquets as long as 
there were no pork products or forbidden 
fish on the menu. 

Reform’s re-embracing of bar mitzva 
and re-emphasis on ritual are products of 
the same kind of emotion that led to the 
reintroduction of the mechitzah in the 
Brooklyn synagogue after 20 years of 
mixed seating. 

This same attitude and approach will, 
we believe, move Reform to eschew pork 
and shrimp. Alhough Reform may not 
observe even the kashrut that the Con- 


servatives follow, the movement will, in_, 


time, limit its eating to meats and fowl 
and fish that are considered “clean” by 
Jewish law.

SOME JEWS ACTIVELY OPPOSE 
DESEGREGATION: FEIBLEMAN 


ASBURY PARK, N. J. (JP)—Admission that 
Jews have joined citizens committees opposing implementation of 
the desegregation decision of the Supreme Court was made here 


by Rabbi Julian B. Feibleman. 


The New Orleans rabbi told the Reform convention here that 


this phenomenon could be ex- 
plained by the fact that those 
Jews who have lived long enough 
in rural sections have taken on 
the coloration of the stronger 
group. 

Rabbi Feibleman, whose own 
opposition to segregation is 
clear, said he would not “tell 
any rabbi what he must de or 
what he ought to do.” 

He read from a letter he re- 
ceived from a Southern rabbi 
who he said wrote: 


“J THINK that a rabbi in the 
Deep South, especially in areas 
where the Negro population is 
very large, can do irreparable 
damage to his Jewish community 
if he were to wage the battle of 
integration alone—and he would 
definitely be alone. He would 
do more harm than good. How- 
ever, he should not keep silent.” 

Rabbi Feibleman_ said _ that 
“congregations do not fee] that 
their rabbis should be either a 
crusader or a leader in oppos- 
ing segregation or upholding in- 
tegration.” 

A solution could be found, 
Rabbi Feibleman felt, if the 
dominant religious groups in the 
South come out firmly for de- 
segregation. He said this they
